Want What They Ask for, or Blood 
—Another Bomb Found. 


CHIOAOO, Sept. 22.—The policemen 
found a gas pipe bomb at the Cottage 
Grove avenue car bam on, Thirty-ninth 
street, at 1 o'clock this morning. 
It 
was ten inches in length and two inches 
in diameter and was enclosed in an ordi- 
nary sized starch box and had the clock 
work attachment for exploding. 


GLEVEIIAND, O., Sept. 22.—About 
2 5 0 
anarchists met at a down-town hall last 
night and protested against the execu- 
tion of the seven condemned Chicago 
anarchists. 
They spoke in German and 
were in favor of olood, if everything else 
failed. 


PAKSONS DEFIANT. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 2 2 . — A . 
R . Parsons, 
the condemned anarchist, sent for a re- 
porter yesterday and gave out for publi- 
cation a long document addressed "To 
the American People," and made a 
special request that it be published 
without 
alterations. He 
quotes at 
length the evidence and rulings of the 
supreme court; says the speeches cred- 
ited to him in the trial are garbled ex- 
tracts by excited and imaginative news- 
paper reporters; that his Hay market 
speech did not incite the riot, and there 
was no connection between the speeches 
and the death of 
Officer 
Degan. 
He 
says 
the 
evidence 
did 
not 
show him guilty, but proved 
his 
innocence; 
that 
he 
had 
been 
convicted as an anarchist and not as a 
murderer. He came and gave himself 
up for trial, and appeals to the Ameri- 
can people to avert the awful crime of 
judicial murder. As between capital and 
its legal rights, and labor and its rights, 
the courts mtist decide with the capital- 
istic classes. To appeal 
to 
them 
would 
be 
an 
appeal 
of 
a 
wage slaye to his capitalistic mas- 
ter for liberty. If I had never been an 
anarchist before, my experience with the 
courts and laws would make an anarchist 
of me now. I appeal not for mercy, but 
for justice." After again saying he will 
not accept a commutation of sentence, 
he closes by quoting the language of 
Patrick Henry: "Give me hberty, or 
give me death." 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 22.—Socialists last 
night requested the central executive of 
the union labor party to intercede in 
behalf of the Chicago anaronists. Thf» 
vote was taken by wards and the re- 
quest was refused by a large majority.

says he saw Tom Woolfolk jump from 
the window and run for his life. 
Tom,

will doubtless be released.

A Big Loan.

A Boy Thief. 


Officer Jesse Patton arrested Joe Mc- 
Dermut, a young boy, for stealing fifty 
pounds of lead pipe from J. F. Wm. 
Meyers' residence, on West Washington 
street. 
McDermut sold the pipe to M. 
Diehl A Co. for $1.50. McDermut is an 
orphan, who was adopted by John Car- 
roll, the plasterer. 
He has been at the 
reform school twice and probably knows 
something of the robbery of Diehl's 
store. The mayor bound him over in 
the sum of $300. 


The fctas Well a Good One. 


Secretary Ed. Craw, of the People's 
Gas and ÍPipe Line company, said at 
noon that their gas well on the Peltiar 
farm was sufficiently strong to furnish 
fuel for the poor house and the Esmond 
Flouring mill.

cided to neither "shoot" or sink the well 
deeper, preferring to case the present 
hole and sell the gas.

Hon. R. C. Bell, solicitor for the com- 
pany, voted a mammoth block of stock 
tor W. K. Vanderbilt and other owners, 
while the local directors voted othei- 
i shares sufficient to control the corporP'- 
i tion.

The Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago railway broke its safety record 
again this moming at 3 o'clock. 


At the west switch, near Elida, Ohio, 
the incoming limited express No. 5, due 
in Fort Wayne at 5 o'clock this morning, 
collided with the second section of the 
east bound passenger tram No. 10. 


The vestibule train was running at a 
high rate of speed and its locomotive 
smashed into the engine of the other 
train with frightful force. 
In their 
vice like embrace both iron monsters 
toppled over on the side and still lie in 
the ditch. 


No damage was done to the vestibule 
train other than to jar the slumbering 
passengers. The mail train fared worse. 
It was made up of postal and express 
cars exclusively. The front end of the 
first postal car was shattered and the 
clerk inside was driven onto a pile of 
mail sacks in the opposite end like a 
bullet, but sustained no injuries 
to 
spelk of. 


The firemen of 
both locomotives 
leaped in safety before the crash and 
have no opportunity to immortalize their 
bravery. Their names are Jim Burns 
and Jack Coler. 


The engineers clung to their throttles 
longer, and Billy Glenn, of the limited, 
almost lost his life. His collar-bone is 
fractured and he is bruised internally, 
but will not lose his life. His brother. 
Conductor Tom Glenn, went east on a 
switch engine to meet the invalid, who 
has five small children under bis care at 
their home. No. 71 West DeWald street, 
the 
mother having died some 
two 
years ago. 


Engineer Ben Skinner sustained bad 
bruises in leaping from his engine, but 
he is around his home. No. 367 Hanna 
street. 


The vestibule train did not arrive un- 
til 11:00, standard time, and then it made 
a contour over the Chicago and Atlantic 
and Fort Wayne and Richmond roads, 
the blockade at Elida being complete. 


The scene of the collision is fifty miles 
east of Fort Wayne and is a regular 
passing point for trains. 
A long side- 
track is constructed, but a freight train 
prevented the mail and express train 
from getting in on the siding, so that the 
smash-up was right on the main track. 


The officers of the road do not place 
the blame, and cannot, possibly, until an 
investigation is made. 
A collision is a 
rare thing on the Fort Wayne road and 
somebody will have to suffer, because 
the company will tolerate no neglect. 


The limited express had no sign of the 
collision when it pulled into this city. 
The baggage car did not have a scratch 
on it, and as the five vestibule oars were 
crowded with passengers its escape is 
notable. 


Chief Mail Clerk Jim Humphrey, of 
this city, with two assistants were in the 
shattered mail car and narrowly escaped 
being killed. 
Mr, Humphrey has been 
in two such collisions before nnd is a 
little nervous about it,

National Council. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—At to-day's ses- 
sions of the building trades national 
council a constitution was adopted set- 
ing the government of the council in the 
president, vice-president and secretary, 
who shall also act as treasurer.

YOBK, Sept. 22.—The govern- 
ment circular offering to buy the 4 per 
cent, bonds at fixed prices and to pay 
the interest without rebate caused a 
sharp turn in the sentiment of the opera- 
tors on the stock market and the open- 
ing was excited, at advances ranging 
from i to l i per cent.

The Union Jack. 


The red cross of -St. George was the 
national tiag of England until the ac- 
cession of .lames 1. The combination 
of the c'r<»sses of St. George and St. 
Andrtiw pruduced the first union jack 
in l()Üf). It symbolized the union of 
England ajul Scotland. 
The second 
union jack, the "meteor flag of Eng- 
land," was established bv royal procla- 
mation ' on the first of January, li^Ol, 
when Ireland hi-camc an integral part 
of the United ¡kingdom, her union with 
England and Scnthind being symbol- 
ized by .the insertion of St. Patrick's 
Cross in tlie e.xisting iSag. 
Properly 
s])eaking, St. J^itrirk's "Cro.ss"is an in- 
correct st;itenient. 
The Irish 
Cross 
seems derived from Constantine's fa- 
jnous standard, the Labarum—an em- 
blem which the early Irish Ciiristians 
seem to have known and esteemed. 
The Fitzgeralds bore a red diagonal 
cross on a white ground from early 
times, and as early as 1719 this was 
spoken of as the flag of Ireland. It 
wa.s .suniciently national to be regarded 
as such in IHOl, and was coml)ined, as 
we have said, with tlie saltire or white 
diagonal cross of St. Andrew already 
in the union. 
Tiiese two are counter- 
charged ; the wliite, as representing the 
senior member, is ui)permost in the 
first 
quarter; the red is edged with 
Avhite as a 
fimbriation. 
This explains 
why the red cross of Ireland is nar- 
rower than tlie white cross of Scotland. 
The white border of St. George s Cross 
has always been olticially ordered to be 
one-third of tlie width of the cross 
itself; tliis border is not intended as a 
fimbriation ; it is really a white cross 
underlying a red cross one-fifth of the 
width. It is .strange to think that this 
"white border" of our i)resent union 
jack is most })robably a direct result of 
the buttle of Agineourt in 1415. 
This 
white cross Ava.s almost certainly the 
French color adopted into the English 
Hag during the minority of Henry VI. 
The term "jack," a}>pliod to the fiag, is 
considered by some to be an abbrevia- 
tion of King .lames' signature, "Jac." 
But a more ])robable derivation is that 
the surcoat worn over a trooper's ar- 
mor was called a "jacque," and this in 
the middle ages was usually emblaz- 
oned before and behind with the re- 
cross of St. Georire.

Are Corsets BenefldaK 


More men die of consumption than 
women, and it has been attempted to 
explain this by supposing that corseta 
help to maintain a healthful condition 
of the lungs because they restrain ab- 
dominal breathing and compel chest or 
rib breathing, causing a better ventilsr 
tion of the upper portion of the Itings, 
or those two apices of the lungs which 
might be called attics where dust ac- 
cumulates and decay begins, but il 
corsets do have any beneficial effect in 
this way it is probably more than 
counter-balanced by the evil effects oi 
their compression of the vital parts be- 
low the diaphragm. 
The stomach, 
liver, and spleen are organs no less im- 
portant than the lungs, and to crowd 
them out of place or impair their func- 
tions by tight corsets will inevitably 
produce diseases as serious as consump- 
tion. 
As there is often a spirit of good 
in things evil, corsets may not be an 
unmitigated nuisance, and indeed much 
depends upon the style and how they 
are adjusted, but the more they are so 
adjusted as to compel chest breathing, 
the more certain they will be to pro- 
duce disaster somewhere below the 
chest. The best way to induce chest 
breathing and ventilate every portion 
of the lungs is by rapid exercise or by 
enforced deeji respiration practiced once 
or twice daily.—Dr. Footers Health 
Monthly.
